A GENERAL TRUCE. 


The Burlington Officials Hold 
Back on Account of Elec- 
tion Day. 


Michigan Central Men Strike Thig 
Morning But Return to Work. 


A Short-Lived Sérike—The Alleged Great 
Conspiracy to Force a General Boycott 
on g.“ Freight—Conservative Engineers 
Advising With Chief Arthur—The Strik- 
ers Denounced by the Order of Railway 
Conductors—The Situation at Milwaukee, 


CHrcaGoO, III., April 3.— The general advisory 
committee of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers held a meeting last night for the 
purpose of considering what steps were neces- 
sary to prevent the radicals pursuing a course 
that itis feared will end in the disruption of 
the Brotherhood. The conservative members 
have become greatly alarmed over the lawless 
actions of the switchmen, asthe blame for the 
actions of the later is placed on the 
shoulders of the engineers. The switchmen, 
aided by the radicais in the Brotherhood, 
it is claimed, have assumed the management 
of the strike and the officers of the Brother- 
hood are no longer consulted as to the steps 
necessary tobetaken. Mostof the members 
of the committee strongly urged the adoption 
of a resolution declaring that the Brother- 
hood of Engineers has nothing in common 
with the switchmen and Is no way responsible 
fer their action. Mr. Hoge, Chairman of the 
Burlington Grievance Committee, and two or 
three others were the only ones who opposed 
such action, claiming that the ald of the 
switchmen was needed to help the 
engineers to gain the fight against the Bur- 
lington. They asked that the engineers and 
the switchmen use all the means at their 
command in boycotting every line that in- 
sisted upon handling Burlington freight. After 
a long and animated discussion it was decided 
that the Advisory Committee depart at once 
for Cleveland and consult with Chief Arthur 
as to the best course to be pursued hereafter. 

THE ROCK ISLAND’S ATTITUDE. 

Referring to the notice served by the Rock 
Island on the Burlington that there shall 
be no further exchange ot traffic, a morning 
paper says: The traffic of the Rock 
Island has increased 20 per cent since 
the inauguration of the Burlington strike 
and is stillon the up-grade. The company is 
prepared to enforce the announcement 
made to the '' yesterday. At all points 
where there are connecting tracks over 
which the e could enter the Rock Island 
yards, the latter has placed locks on the 
switches, and given orders to their switch- 
men to allow no d trains in. The men are 
greatly pleased with this state of affairs.

Over One Hundred Bids Received by the 
Board of Public Improvements To-Day— 
Fair Prices —- Fumiget™mg & Small-Pox 
Pest-Hous>—The Adj #rament of the As- 
sembly—Gas Investig sens. 


At noon to-day the <Areet sprintling con- 
tractors assemble at the offices of the Board 
of Public Improvements in City Hall to bid 
for the contracts for sprinkling the streets 
under the new ordinance which has just been 
adopted.

The suit was origi- 
nally brought in the City Circuit Court, and 
was removed to the United states Court by the 
express company.

Johnson and T. B. Harvey appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Henry D. Loughiin for 
the defense. Fotheringham sat behind his 
uncle, Henry M. Bryan, and his 
motuer, Mrs. L. H. Roote, sat 
near him.

STRIKES. 


Tur ANNUAL REPORT OF NEW*YORE’S 
LABOR COMMISSIONER, 


Au Excellent Paper on Strikes, Their Cause 
and Consequences—The Benefit Derived 
by Labor From Successfuland Unsuccess- 
ful Moveoments—Reduced Hours and In- 


creased Waces. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yor«, April 3.—Labor Commissioner 
Oharles F. Peck submitted his fifth annual re- 
port of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor to the 
Legisiaturo at Albany lastevening. The re- 
port is devoted to strikes, their cause and 
consequences. It says: „Had the laborer 
been quiet and suffered in silence, as he had 
done through the centuries, with only occa- 
sional outbreaks we should have gone on as our 
forefathers did. But the persistent strikes, 
the labor organizations, and the repeated in- 
terruptions to money making and quiet capi- 
talistic investment have compelled attention 
to the laborer’s wants and claims. Strikes 
have helped to raise wages, to 
shorten hours, to improve the condition not 
only of the particular workmen who have 
risen up in protest, but also of the masses. A 
strike in @ particular shop for reasonable 
cause often ends in general improvement. 
Bakers have reduced their hours from eight- 
een to about twelve. The nine -hour day is 
due to the strike system. Wages in whole 
trades have gone up from 10 per cent to 80 per 
cent because the men in particular shops have 
asserted themselves and made good their 
claim to consideration. Evena lost strike is 
not always a dead loss. A not- 
able result attained by strikes 
and organization is a tendency 
to establish fixed rates from one scason to an- 
other. Oneofthe points not yet settled is 
whether the uniform wages is to the profit of 
the trained and thoroughly competent and re- 
liable workmen, It is sald that there is no law 
against an employer paying a man extra for 
extra good work, butit is more exact, per- 
haps, to say that such a man is always sure of 
employment and gets his quota ofthe general 
advancement.’’ 

THE 1887 STRIKES. 

The extent and importance of the strikes of 
1887, the report says, have not been as great as 
those of some previous years. Their causes 
are given as follows: Abolition of piece work, 
2: change of pay day, 3; discharge of union 
men, II; discharge of employes, 5; discharge 
of toreman, 2; employment ot non-union men, 
113; equalization of wages, 3; decrease of 
hours, 9; iucrease of wages, 469; increase of 
wages and abolition of payment in saloons, 
42; increase of wages and reduction of hours, 
55; increase of wages and union rules, 41; in- 
crease of wages, etc., 15; miscellaneous, 33; 


non-payment of wages, 12; number of 
apprentices, 100; objectionable employes, 2; 
obnoxions fines, 6; obnoxious foremen, 7; ob- 
noxious rules, 15; opposed to contract system, 
2; opposed to Saturday night work, 2; opposed 
to use of wheelbarrows, 2; reduction of hours, 
158; reduction of wages, 20; refusal to handle 
boycotted coal, 59; refusal to handle boy- 
cotted coal and freight, 84; refusal to handle 
boycotted freight, 25; refusal to handle boy- 
cotted patterns, 18; refusal to handle non- 
union material, 8: refusal to recognize 
Knights of Laber, 12; refusal to recognize 
Knights of Labor rules, 9%; refusal to 
recognize union rules, §&9; refusal to 
recognize union rules relative to hours of 
labor, 29; rival labor organizations, 8; Satur- 
day half holiday, 28; to assist other trades, 
148; use of machinery, 4. Of these 696 were 
abandoned. The rest were settied as follows: 
Arbitration, 6; 1 by the State Board of Media- 
tion and Arbitration, and 5 by the Mayor of 
Rochester; conciliation, 21; conciliation with 
employes, 121; conciliation with labor organi- 
zations, 667; no formal settlement, 52; blank, 


. 
COST OF STRIKES. 

Of the cost of strikes he says: ‘‘Many com- 
mittees and officials are averse to disclosing 
what they term the private affairs of their or- 
ganizations and resent the Interference of the 
bureau in that direction. One organization in 
the city of New York has, beyond doubt, 
within the past five years, expended an 
amount in the settlement and prevention of 
strikes which amount, as rumored, is some- 
what startling, but itis impossible to obtain 
any knowledge of the exact figures. Indeed 
much of the disorganization of the past 
year has been due to this lack of system, and 
a feeling is growing on the part of labor or- 
ganizations to insist upon a rigid accounting 
from their officers, which has indeed been a 
frequent cause of secession from old, and the 
formation of new and independent labor or- 
ganizations.’’ 

Iie estimates the loss in wages to havo been 
$2,015,229, and that $217,069-was paid out of re- 
lieffunds. The loss to the employers he esti- 
mates to have been $1,124,214. To offset these 
losses, he says the wage-earners gained ad- 
vances which gave them $944,682 more during 
the year than before where the strikes were 
successful, and they lost $142,588 where 
they = failed. Other advantages gained 
by the employes he says: ‘‘Short hours have 
been the ground of sharp contest in latter 

ears and in most constructive trades nine or 

en hours ate an established rule, although 
the agitation has not yet quite subsided and in 
trades where machinery has to be tended as in 
the 4 industrial operations, the shifts are 
apt to be uncertain, perhaps necessarily. In 
the bakers’ trade great progress has been 
made. Out of the 909 inquiries regarding 
strikes in which the question of hours of labor 
was involved in that number of establish- 
ments, 788 report no further change this year 
while 13lreporta decrease, and twenty-two 
report an increase either to the normal stand- 
ard or under special conditions. One hundred 
and eighty-one persons obtained employment 
through the reduction of hours.’’ 

The women and girls engaged in strikes of 
this year footup 5,015. The notable instance 
inthis table are 2,405 carpet workers from a 

reat New York tactory. During the year 
886, the number of women and girls engaged 
in strikes was 20, 361.

BEER OF ALL KINDS. 


THE-HUNDREDS OF VARIETIES WHICH ABE 
MADE IN GERMANY. 


American Brewers Cenfine Their Attention 
to Lagerand Make the Best Article in 
the World—But There Are & Hundred 
Beers Brewed in Germany Which an 
American Never Sees—The Mysteries of 
Pilsener and Culmbacher—A Beer, the 
Color of Which Causes It to Be Sipped 
From Weoden Bowls—The Great Repu- 
tation of St. Louis Beer All Over the 
World. 


„„A fact that strikes every German as pe- 
culiar,’’ said Ernst Bender of Milwaukee to a 
PostT-Dispatcn reporter, is the very small 
variety of beer which is brewed in this coun- 
try. Certain cities, such as St. Louis, Mil- 
waukee and Cincinnati, have great reputa- 
tions, and they are well deserved, but the 
beer all belongs to the same family, as I may 
say, and the difference between the best and 
the worst, judged from a German standpoint, 
is very slight. Good or bad, all beer 
is of the kind called lager, and if a man does 
not chance to like that particular kind he must 
either betake himself to the heavy English 
ales and porters, or the American whiskies. 
In Germany the case is entirely different. I 
may say at once, without fear of successful 
contradiction, that American lager beer 18 
immeasurably superiorto the German lager. 
Such beer as the best St. Louis, Milwaukee 
and Cincinnati brewerles turn out would be a 
revelation to the German lager drinkers, as 
they know nothing of such an excellent articie, 
but it must be remembered that lager beer in 
Germany is seldom indulged in by any except 
those to whom its cheaper price is an object. 
The best German beer is not lager, and every 
particular district has its particular brew, 
probably at least 100 different kinds being 
found in North Germany and Austria. These 
beers differ very widely, varying from 
something heavier than the strongest 
English porter to a beer far lighterthan the 
thinnest lager. These beverages grade off 
gradually so that every possible taste can be 
gratified. The brewers say that the difference 
is not so much one of process of manufacture 
as one of water, and the differences, largely 
depending on location, would seem to 
verify this assertion. The heaviest 
beers come from the Bavarian 
highlands, principally from Upper Franconia, 
where all brands closely resemble each other. 
The beer made in the town of Culmbach and 
known as Culmbacber, is thestrongest known, 
while that made at Bameck, only 20 miles off, 
and where the process of manufacture is ex- 
activ the same, is much lighter. In Munich 
a beer. which combines body with a 

eculiar sweetness of flavor is made, which 
s a general favorite throughout all Ger: 
many. Nearly all beer exported, which is 
known as export beer, comes from Ba- 
varia, as the heavy brews bear transporta- 
tion much better than the lighter varie- 
ties. Culmbacher can be carried across the 
ocean withoutany perceptible deterioration, 
while the lighter Munich hofbrau, 
which can be carried all over the Continent 
without injury to its quality, is not nearly 80 
good when it arrives in this country, as it 
seems to lose most of the pecullar sweet 
flavor which renders it so popular. 

BOHEMIAN BEER, 

„Bohemia, Mr. Bender went on to say, 
‘tis the home of the light beer. In fact the 
entire product of Germany can be divided 


into two classes, that represented by the 


Bavarian, and that by the Bohemian. 
Pilsen is the headquarters of the latter 
district, where at leasta dozen kinds of beer 
are made, varying in color from nearly white 
to a rich golden brown, but all transparent, 
while the Bavarian beer, while most of it 18 
translucent, is never transparent. The per- 
centage of alcohol varies from 2% to seven, 
a pecullar fact being that more alcohol is con- 
tained in tue lightthan in the heavy . beers. 
Pilsener beer is exported, but does not bear it 
well, and some of the lighter kinds cannot be 
sent across the ocean at all. 
THE NUMEROUS GERMAN BEERS. 

Those that I have mentioned. Mr. Bender 
continuea, ‘‘include only the leading va- 
rieties. No district ten miles square in Ger- 
many is withoutite own peculiar product, 
which is a favorite with the inhabitants of 
that region. The beer made in Lichtenhain, 
in Saxony, is the lightest, and by many con- 
sidered the best brewed in Germany, but to 
enjoy it one has to go to that village 


or its immediate vicinity, as transporta- 
tion even for fifty miles, seems 
to e fatal to it. A peculiar feature 


of this beer is its most unpleasant appearance, 
as it looks as if soft, yellow clay had been dis- 
solvedinit. So disagreeable is this that Licht- 
enhainer is never sold in glasses, but great 
wooden cans, containing a litre, and known as 
lichtenhainer cans, are universally used. 
Gose, a great favorite in the vicinity of 
Leipsic, is another beer which cannot 
bear transportation, and is therefore exclu- 
sively reserved for home consumption. The 
same may be said of the Berlin white beer, 
although atolerably close counterfeit is made 
in all large eities. The lager is nearly univer- 
sally thinand sharp, and is never keptin the 
best restaurants, alight Pilsener being sub- 
stituted for it.’’
